Gloria Church, in the Praga da Gloria, 
easily reached by bus or taxi. is a small neo- 
Baroque gem, Brazil's sole octagonal church. 
Situated on a hillock in a busy part of town 
from which it takes its full name — Our 
Lady of the Glory of the Outerio (hillock) — 
it dates from 1739. The uncommon architec- 
tural plan combines double polygonic forms 
with slender masonry pilasters in harmoni- 
ous proportions, with ]8th-century faience 
tiles and jacaranda woodwork of sobriety 
and elegance. The altar woodwork marks a 
transition from Rococo to neo-classic, with 
vertically fluted Corinthian columns and 
pulpit parapets in Portuguese stone. 

St. Benedict Monastery, downtown on D, 
Gerardo Street, is regarded as one of the 
country’s most beautiful examples of pure 
Baroque architecture. 


SAO PAULO 

At the Cathedral Plaza, in the heart of the 
city, is what is said to be South America’s 
largest cathedral, which was completed in 
1953 but harks back to European tradition- 
alism.
